Tho coninmiiication signed "IM.P.P.," 
•which appenrod in tho Gorernmeut 
organ of yesterdfiy, must bo read as an 
attempt to force the Government into 
an aggressive attitude ou railway 
iriattera "M.P.P." appeatrsto fear that 

,the Government policy will not bo 
sufficiently spiced, therefore ho volun- 
teers to'supply all that tho compound 
may lack in that respect. Candor forces 
us to say that ho succeeds to a nicety, 
and that the most pronounced advocate 
of . Separation will find food in the lines 
"M.P.P." has thrown together to satisfy 

vhis craving for something hot and spicy. 
We" cannot call in question tho right of 
our contemporary to admit communica- 
tions to his columns on any subject; but 
we must bo allowed to .say that the 
Government which so generously con- 
tributes to his sui)port has a right to be 
treated by liim with cortimon courtesy 
and consideration. It is tho duty of a 
Government press to advise and coun- 
sel the Goyernmeut and to some extent 
direct aiu^ explain its policy through 
tho mediuna of its editorial columns ; 
but no one over before heard of a i)aper 
in, the pay of a Government declining 
editorially to discuss the probable policy 
of its masters on tho most important 
and vital issue likely to engage their 
attention, and admitting to its col- 
umns a letter Avhich, read in its 
mildest sense, is an insult — a threat — 
a command to the Cfovernment to 
commit an act of folly under cer- 
tain ])aius and jjcnaltics. That is the 
drift of the " INI. P. P." hotter. It 
says in almost as many words — -"Do my 
bidding or out you go !" Since the 
accession of the new Ministry to ollice 
we have searched the editorial page of 
our contemporary in vain for an edi- 

. torial article that would be likely to 
supply the Government with an idea on 
any subject nearly afi'ccting the public 
weal. All has been vapidity, if wo 
except one issue in .which violence was 

• threatened if the steel rails were re- 
moved 'to the Mainland. It is possible 
that "M.P.P." and those who think 
with him may succeed in dragooning 
Mr. AValkem and his colleagues into 
adopting a course that will in- 
evitably plunge the Province into 
greater ditliculty and danger than it 
has yet experienced; but we iiope noi — 
we hope not! The duty of tiie Govern- 
ment is to frame a policy that will 
challenge the admiration and win the 
support of tho representatives of the 
whole" Province. We don't want to 
f^ce a divided country any longer. 

■ Members may agi-ee, like the "Western 
jury, to disagree on local ])oints, but 
they should and will stand shoulder to 
shoulder in the support of tlic Govern- 
ment in their relations witli tho Fed- 
eral Government if negotiations are 
conducted in a proper spirit, Should 
the Government follow M, P. P.'s 
dictum they will meet with oppo- 
sition, not only within but witlfbut the 
House; and resolutions demanding 
separation would be met with counter- 
resolutions and memorials from the in- 
terior that would satisfy tho Home 

, Government that tho public is by no 
means a unit on the propriety of sep- 
arating the Province from the Confed- 
eration. Is it desirable that resolu- 
tions which do not receive tho unani- 
mous endorsement of the House should 
go forward 1 Would it be evidence of 
tho possession of statesmanlike quali- 
ties by' the Ministi^^ if they were 
to pursue a course calculated to di- 
vide instead of uniting the Prov- 
ince 1 Wo repeat now, what we have 
asserted over and over again, that a 
policy which does not meet with the 
endorsement and ajjproval of all sec- 
tions of the Province will have no ef- 
fect in the East. Two years and a 
half ago a great deal was said about 
tho ncce.ssity of prfcsenting a united 
front to the "common enemy," and the 
House did unanimously pass resolutions 
on the railway that were brought down 
by Mr. Walkem. May, we not hope 
that that gentleman ^vill signalize his 
return to power by announcing a policy 
which will render it possible for all 
sections of the Province to support? He 

.is strong enough to submit to no dicta- 
tion or dragooning at the hands of pro- 
fessed supporters, ami by [lursuing a 
course that ^vill bring tlie Province 
together as it has never been brought 

■^together before, he will gain two true 
friends where he will lo.se one false 
friend.

lat. That they have carefully examined 
tho books of tho Company, all contracts 
: made at head oflico, and reports and other 
"flocament? nopesKiry to tlicir onquiiy. 

2nd. "niat they have had every assist- 
ance from the Directors and Secrctaiy of 
tho Company, having V)con placed in pos- 
session of all books, including tho minute 
book of Directors' meetings, and tho Coni- 
■pany's letter and telegraph books, and all 
contracts and reports including tho reports 
from Mr. Harpor, Superintfindent, and 
Mr. Wilson, Secretary, at BarkerviUo. 

3rd. That they find that the contract 
for tho 20-stump mill was made March 
13th, 1878, with Prcscott, Scott & Co. of 
San Francisco for tho sum of S'24,420, de- 
livered on dock at San Francisco, at which 
date there was deposited in the Bank of 
British Columbia casli and proinisory 
notes, the property of tho company, 
amounting to §48,257 71. 

4tli. That a contract for freighting mill 
and other property of tho Company from 
Yalo to tho mine was made with Mr. 
Uriah Nelson on the 5th April, 1878, of 
the following nature, that is to say, bind- 
hig him, the said Uriah Nelson, 'Uo re- 
ceive from the B. C..M. & M. Co., Umit- 
ed, at the steamer landing at Yale at any 
time before tho 10th day of May, A. D, 



1878, any and all freiglit not exceeding m 
the aggregate 330,000 pounds, and carrj' 
and transport the same from Yale afore- 
said to tho mine of the said company, ^yith 
covenants for period and safety of delive- 
ry, and binding tho Company to pay him 
(Nelson) at tho rate of 10c. per lb. for all 
tho freight he might can-y, ho taking 
2000 shares of tho Company's stock at tho 
rate of $2 per share- in part payment of 
said freight provided that: tJie Company 
should not be bound to deliver him any 
freiglit unless monies should bo in the 
hands of the treasurer to justify its doing 
so under tho articles of the said Company. 

5th. That at tho time this contract Wixs 
niado after providing for payment for 20- 
stamp mill, freight thereon from San 
Franciseo to Yale,' and duty, and tho pay- 
ment and freight of a 20-horso power saw 
mill purchased at Brantford, Ontario, 
there remained ii\ tho Treasurer's handa 
available towards freighting from Yale to 
tho mine, §15,900, which amount was be- 
ing steadily inoroiised by sale of stock. 
Provision was also being made by tho 
formation of a ^diraite taking stock at 
§2 per share to have raised a sufHcient 
amount of capital, as sot forth in Direc- 
tors' report of May 2nd, submitted at the 
general meeting, in whicii report ' it was 
clearly intimated that failure in forming 
this syndicate would involve assessing. 

Tho terms of tho contract with Mr.Nel- 
son show that there tms no violation in 
making it of clause 13 of Act of Incorpor-

ring debt. 

(ith. That a contract was made with E. 
Bearson and T. G. Patten, dated, March 
8th, 1878, engaging tho former in the ca- 
pacity of engineer at tho rate -^f ^ri p."r 
diem and travellii^ oxjonseii, from that 
date until dato of arrival at mine, and 
from date of arrival at mine at the rate of 
§7 per diem ; and engaging Pattun in the 
capacity of millwright at tho rate of §10 
per dioni and travelling expenses from 
date of his leaving San Francisco. This 
contract js for no fixed period but is liable 
to he cancelled at any tune, 

7th. That these comprise all tho con- 
tracts mado at head office, tlio contracts 
made at tho mines for v.'ork being at tho 
Barkorvillc ollice and inaccessible to your 
committee. 

8th. Your Committee find that there 
are outstanding liabilities amounting to 
§10,703 23, toimrda the ■ liquidation of 
which there are funds on hand amounting 
to .^,930 39, leaving a deficiency of gsll,- 
816 84, to meet which tho second and 
third assessments havoTjoen called. .* 

9th. That tlio number of shares of do- 
linquout stock bought in by tho Company 
July Gth, 1878, and cancelled was 49,708, 
and that the number of shares now held 
by individuals is 101,922, from second 
and tlurd assessments on which, when 
paid, a balance of about §3,000 will re- 
main in hands of Treasurer after liquidat- 
ing all presont indobtodnoBS. • 

lOtli. Tho particulara of unsettled 
claims against the Company are given on 
statement A, annexed hereto. 

11th. Your Committee are informed by 
tho Director's that this indebtedness is oc- 
casioned by the absoiption of funds be- 
yond their calculations and without their 
authority for work done at Cai'iboo. In 
support of this claim a copy of a letter has 
been exhibited in tho letter-book, dated 
May 2nd, addressed to Mr. Harper and 
notifying him of tho following resolution 
passed at a Directors' meeting: "That 
the Secretary be instructed to write to 
Mr. Harper for copies of contracts for 
tunnels, and to instruct him to make no 
more contracts without first submitting 
the same to tho Directors, and that a 
statement be sent in each month of tho 
work proposed to be dono and tho proba- 
ble cost as nearly as possibld, such state- 
ment to reach Victoria not later than the 
loth day of tlio month previous to the 
ono to which said statement refers, Tho 
Directors also wish a weekly report of the 
Company's business at BarkerviUo." In 
reply to which and other communications 
to him representing tho responsibility of 
tho Directors under clause 13 of Act of 
Incorporation, letters from Mr. Harjjer 
have been shown resenting interference 
and it has also been made . ap;prent to 
your Committee that Mr. Haiper has dis- 
regarded the instructions in letter of 2nd 
May and continued incurring liability in 
advance of authority from Directors. 

12th. It is only justice to Mr. Hari^er 
to state that in reply to inquu'ies institut- 
ed by the Director,^ your Committee have 
been shown a letter from Rlr. d. Wilson 
saying " that the expense incurred could 
not have been avoided, that the Compa- 
ny's all'airs at the mines had boon ■well and 
economictdly managed," 

13th, Abalanee Bheot B is herewith 
submitted showing that from premiums 
on stock sold, amounts received on calls 
one and two, and sale of delinquent stock 
the sum of §85,650 94 capital has been 
raised. After deducting tho sum of §900 
charged Mr. H. C. Beoton, late treasurer, 
as unadjusted account, tliat being in reali- 
ty a cross entry to balance' an"equal sum 
charged him as received on account of 
three shares allotted to three parties at 
Cariboo from payment for which these 
parties were released on account of ser- 
vices rendered the Company by authority 
of a vote of promoters, anterior to the 
passmg of tho affairs of the Company from 
them to the general shareholders. 

14th. The particulars of expenditure of 
this sum of money have been summarised 
by your Committee and are given in state- 
ment C herewith. 

15th. Your Committee find that tho 
Directors ordered the susj)ension of all 
work and ccssati(jn of all expenditure on 
perceiving that the latter was exceeding 
the funds on band ; the expenses for sal- 
aries were also reduced by obtaining Mr. 
Harper's resignation on tho 14th of June. 

10th. From tho reports -of Mr. Harper, 
Suporintondontj and Mr, Wilson, Secre- 
tary at Cariboo, your Committee find tho 
position of thoConipany as to property to 
bo as follows : A 20-stainp crushing-niill 
has been safely transported to tho site at 
tho mines selected for its erection. The 
site has been graded and a space of 4 acres 
around it cleared of timber as a precaution 
against, fire. The ;^an and settler floors 
for the mill have be'on completed' and tho 
timbers for mill building are framed and 
on tho ground. A quantity of cord-wood 
has been cut and piled on tho ground rea- 
dy for fuel for engines Of mill and for 
furiiaces. 

17th. A 20-horse power steam saw-mill 
of a most .approved.desoEiption has been 
safolj' transported from Brantford, Ontar- 
io, and erected on the mill site within 300 
feet of the crushing mill and is now in 
running order ; 100,000 feet board mea- 
sure of saw logs have been .cut and- are 
now at the saw-mill ; 40,000 shakes are 
on hand ready for roofing. ■ . 

18th. A tunnel has Issen completed in 
the St. Lawrence claim, 'This tunnel is 4 
feet wide, G feet high and 400 feet long. 
It has intersected a vein at a distance of 
300 feet from tho mouth, 7 feet wide, two 
specimens of ore from which have been 
assayed^ yielding respectively $21 GO and 
§32 40 per ton. Free gold is reported to 
liavo been found in this vein.. Tho second 
vein at tho end of the tunnel is 6 feet 
wide. Assays from this vein are now 
awaited. The ore ia described aa looking 



better than that of tho Cariboo claim, and 
the ledgo aa having a dip nearly perpendi- 
cular, and possessing in this respect tho 
requisite of a true fissure vein accord- 
ing to Sir. Riotte's thcoi-y. This vein has 
been struck at a depth of 60 feet, tho ob- 
jectionable graphite contained in the sur- 
face ore is reported to have disappeared at 
this depth wliicli ia a most encouraging 
fe>aturo. 

19th. A tunnel 4 foot wide and G feet 
high has been carried into the American 
claim fur the distance of 325 feet ; it lias 
intersected at a distance of 100 feet from 
its mouth tho vein first struck in the St. 
Lav.Tcnce. It is estimated that 224 feet 
more would complete this tunnel and 
strike tho vein at a depth of 1G5 feet; this 
tunnel when completed will strike tho 
vein at a greater depth than has been 
yet reached in any of the claims.- A 
good road has been completed from tho 
public road to tho mill at a cost of 
§807 26. 

20th. Tho expenses of prospecting and 
securing claims, organiziitioh and other 
preliminaries unavoidable in the formation 
of a largo company aggregating nearly 
§5,000 should not bo a recurring* incidont 
and may therefore be classified as so much 
advantage obtained. 

21st. Tho position of tho Company 
would appear to bo that it has reached 
almost tho final stage preliminary to the 
commoncenient of tlie crusliing of ore and 
the solution of tho momentous question to 
every shareholder is tho oro too rebel- 
lious to bo profitiibly worked or will it 
yield the precious metal it undoubtedly 
contains aa testified^by indiBi)utablo as- 
says made not at ono placo alone but at 
T^arkorville, Victoria, Portland, San Fran- 
cisco, Nevada and Montreal, 

22nd. Your Committee have looked 
into tho matter of number of shares held 
by Directors and find they hold respect; 
ively as follows : F. J. Barnard, 4057; J. 
Hoynood, 3310; D. W, Higgins, 2650; D. 
Kurtz, 1270; J. Opponhoimcr, 1175; J. 
llobson, 3250; J. H. Turner, 2000. 

23rd> Your committee cannot close this 
report -without expressing their high appre- 
ciation of tho manner in which the books 
of the company have boon kept by the 
secretary, Mr. S.argison, aa well as tho sys- 
tem and order characterizing the classifi- 
cation and arrangement of all records and 
papoi-a, enabling tho fullest information 
to be given on ©very point. 

Your committee would also record 
their sense of tho unremitting attention 
given by the Directors to the afl"airs of the 
Company at the exponao of a largo amount 
of time and labor as evinced by tho num- 
ber of meetings noted in their minute- 
book, the voluminous correspondence 
showing such interest imd zoal in the 
Company's affairs as to entitle thorn to 
the warm thanks of the stockholdera. 

Your conunittco would further express 
tho increased confldonce they individually 
feel at tho result of the investigation they 
liave mado.

work on tlie excavation for the new 
government building for tho bureau of 
engraving and printing, vrould renew 
the demonstration to-day, a largo police 
forco was.early" on the ground to pro- 
tect workingmen- Before seven o'clock 
tho contractor annouiiccil that ho inten- 
ded to pay his hands $1.25 per day; but 
this was not satisfactory to the 2.00 or 
300 idle workingnion. "When the hour 
arrived for beginning work the hands 
employed by tho contractor began work 
when thoy were greeted with shouts of 
"stop work, wo will not let a man work 
for loss than §1.50 a diry." Tliere being 
Homo indications that the crowd a.ssoni- 
bled intended to resort to force tho 
mounted poiico charged upon them and 
drove them in all directions. Thoy 
■were followed for several blocks and 
Bovoral shots were fired by the police 
to stimulate their moveiuonts. They 
went off threatening to come back .sev- 
eral hundred strong and wipe out the 
police. It has required tho presence of 
nearly 50 policemen to keep tho streets 
approaching tho monuniont lot, near 
wliich tho now building is to be built, 
clear of the disorderly crowd of idle 
men.

Tho police belie vo they can 
quoU any riot which may occur, but in 
order to afford protection td men who 
aro working in some sections of tlio city 
left without a single policemen to pro- 
tect valuable ])roi)orty a force of ma- 
rines is held in readiiies.s to assist poiico 
in event of rioters becoming too strong,

Housohold. Ilocolpts. 

T STOOP Bleeding at the Nosr.. — 
The best remedy for bleeding at the nose 
as given by Dr. Gleason, in ono of| his 
lectures, is the vigorous motion of the 
jaws, aa if in tho act of mastication. 
In case of a child, a wad of paper should 
bo placed in its mouth, and tho child 
instructed to chow it hard. It is the 
motion of the jaws that stops'* the flow 
of blood. This ramcdy is so very siin- 
ple that mimy will feel inclined to laugh 
at it; but it has never been kuown to 
fail in a single instance, or in very 
severe cases. 

CuuRANT Jelly. — Put the currants 
in a stone jar and set in a kettle of 
hot water over the fire till tho currants 
aro thoroughly heated; squeeze the cur- 
rants through a cloth or ono of tho 
machines for squeezing fruit, measure 
the juice, and to every pint allow a 
poundof sugar; put tliejuicointo tho ju'e- 
serving kettle, and spread the sugar on 
pans and set in the oven; it must be 
stirred occasionally to prevent burning; 
let the sugar get very hot, and when 
tho juice has boiled five minutes stir in 
tho sugar and as soon aa it comes to a 
boil take oil tho fire and put in jars; 
lay thin paper dipped in brandy over 
tho jolly and when it is cold paste thick 
paper over the jars.' Jelly made in this 
way is clear, firm and keeps very well. 
Any kind of jelly may be made in this 
way. 

'iho Denial Oosinos says that the best 
trdStment in re^rd to offensive breath 
is the' use of pulvoirized charcoal, two 
or three table-spoonfuls pe^^veek, taken 
in a glass of water before retiring ""ifor 
the night. 

Hovf TO Can Strawbeiiuies. — Take 
fresh picked berries and add sugar, al- 
lowing one cup to a quart of fruit; let 
them stand a few hours, or over night, 
then boil in a kettle or pan five min- 
utes; heat the cans, and seal boiling hot. 
This rule has boon successfully tried, 
and tho flavor of the fruit is muchnicer 
than where water is added. 

Corn Bread. — Two heaiiing cups of 
corn-meal, one cup of flour, three eggs, 
two and a half cups of sweet milk, one 
tablcspoonful of lard, two tablespooii- 
ful of white sugar, two teaspoonfuls of 
cream tartar, one teaspoonful of salt, 
beat the eggs thoroughly, yokes and 
whites separately; melt the lard, sift 
soda and cream tartar into tlife flour and 
meal while dry and stir in last; then 
beat all very thoroughly, bake quickly 
in a buttered mold; less than one-half 
hour will usually suflice. 

To Kill PED-nuaa. — The - only cer- 
tain cure for bed-bugs is a solution of 
corrosive sublimate, which may be ob- 
tained at the druggist'& The bedsteads 
should be taken apart and well washed 
with cold water and hard soap; then, 
with a small, flat brush, tho poison 
should be used once or twice a week, 
as may be necessary. It is a work of 
time and patience, liut if persevered in 
this remedy will effeotuolly destroy the 
bugs. Corrosive sublimate" is a deadly 
poison, and should be kept out of tlie 
way of children and servants.
